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Target date set for opening of new high school 


New or renovated Wilmington High School expected to open in fall 2014

WILMINGTON - Officials 
announced Monday that the doors to 
a* new, or renovated, Wilmington 
High School are slated to open in 
Fall 2014. The date is a target based 
on estimates of how the design 
process with the Massachusetts 
School Building Authority (MSBA) 


Changes deemed 


and architects proceeds, as well as 
how the measure fares at town 
meeting and the ballot box. 

Several key members of the High 
School Building Committee (HSBC) 
appeared with representatives from 
the Owner’s Project Manager, 
Joslin, Lesser & Associates. Jeffrey 
Luxenberg spoke on behalf of Joslin, 


Lesser & Associates, providing a 
project timeline to selectmen as 
well as insight into the complicated 
process of designing a new high 
school. 

The town was invited to the feasi- 
bility phase by the MSBA in late 
September 2009. Just 18 months 
later, the town has a high school 


building committee, hired an 
owner’s project manager, and hired 
an architectural firm: Dore & 
Whittier. 

Now the committee begins devel- 
oping the schematic options that 
will come before the MSBA and the 
town in the future. Part of this 
process includes looking at the cur-

done. Once those scenarios are 

understood, then the committee will 

narrow down to one option, which it 

will present to the MSBA as a “pre- 
ferred option.”

WILMINGTON - Who would 
take four puppies, put them in 
a cardboard box and leave 
them at the side of the road? 

That is a question that is 
bothering many people this 
week.

WILMINGTON - Selectmen 
were notified this week that 
the Richardson estate will 
slip out of the grasp of the 
town and instead become the 
property of Historic New 
England with an eventual 
plan to sell it to a private

property, located at 280 
Woburn Street, includes 5.7 
acres of land, a house dating 
from 1754, barns and several 
other outbuildings such as a 
hen shelter, brooding house,

Living with a 
rare disease

WILMINGTON - When 
Wilmington residents, 
Michael C. Vestal and his 
wife, Marygrace, brought 
their seemingly healthy 
infant son, Michael, home 
from the hospital they were 
prepared for the usual sleep- 
deprived nights that come 
with the joys of parenthood. 
They already had a three 
year old daughter, Mia, so 
they knew the routine. 
However, nothing prepared 
them for the events that fol- 
lowed their new son’s birth. 


Little Michael was born on 
May 17, 2008 at Beverly hospi- 
tal. Just prior to leaving, the 
hospital performs a routine 
blood test screen for new- 
borns. After the nurse took 
the blood, the Vestals left the 
hospital never imagining 
what critical information 
would be found and how it 
would change their lives for- 
ever. 

. The next morning Dr. John 
Maddox, a pediatrician at the 
Winchester Health. Care 
Center in Wilmington - who

Should the MSBA approve, 
said Luxenberg, then the pro- 
ject graduates to the 
schematic design phase. 

The HSBC reviewed a num- 
ber of proposals from appli- 
cants through a designer 
selection panel and chose 
Dore & Whittier. SMMA, the 
architectural firm building 
the new high school in 
Tewksbury, ranked second. 

Dore & Whittier has exten- 
sive experience working with 
the MSBA, said Luxenberg, 
adding that the firm also has 
in-depth knowledge of 
Wilmington, having already 
worked on the town’s Master 
Plan. 

A meeting Wednesday 
evening will present prelimi- 
nary work on the various 
sites available to build on, 

, and what pros and cons each 
site presents. 

Additionally, a number of 
public forums are being 
planned, the first scheduled 
for April 12 at the High 
School auditorium. The pub- 
lic is invited to every meet- 
ing; they are all public under 
the Open Meeting Law and 
agendas must be posted in 
advance of the meeting. 

“We want to emphasize that 
we welcome participation,” 
said Town Manager Michael 
Caira, a member of the 
HSBC, who also praised the 
committee as a “real collabo- 
rative effort” with a wide 
range of talent. 

Superintendent of Schools, 
Joanne Benton, offered to 


bring anyone in town who 
wants to see the school in ses- 
sion around the building. 
Residents are asked to call 
the Roman House in advance. 

Selectman Mike McCoy 
remarked that he requested 
the meeting because, “we 
want choice.” He asked why 
the town was not involved 
with the Model School 
Program. Luxenberg 
answered that only the MSBA 
can invite towns to join the. 
model school program, and it 
is a select group that meet 
the rigid criteria, primarily 
based on the construction 
site. Typically flat pieces of 
property, without another 
school already in place, are 
candidates for such a pro- 
gram. The Model School 
Program gets the project to 
the design phase faster, 
allows towns to take advan- 
tage of good market rates, 
and saves money on the 
design process and time. 

“MSBA did not choose 
Wilmington for a model 
school mainly because of the 
site,” said Luxenberg. “We 
will be looking to maximize 
our reimbursement percent- 
age points,” including incen- 
tives for “green” schools and 
maintenance. 

Right now it appears that 
the reimbursement would be 
between 52 to 53 percent. 

“Given where the building is 
and where the fields are, 
(seeking the Model School 
Program) may not be the 
best approach,” finished 
Luxemburg. McCoy stated 


that he still wishes to pursue 
that approach. 

Once the final option for 
schematic design is presented 
to MSBA, then that one option 
goes to Town Meeting. An 
estimated budget will also be 
developed prior to the April 
meeting, a top concern for 
Selectman Ray Lepore. 

“We’ve been very successful 
with this approach. By the 
time we get it to the Town 
Meeting there is real momen- 
tum behind the options,” fin- 
ished Luxenberg. 

Selectman Mike Champoux 
praised the committee for all 
its hard work. 

“Education is what defines 
us aS a community. It’s our 
turn; we have to take care 
now to provide a secure 
future. This is a very, very 
important time for the town 
of Wilmington.” 

Champoux called out resi- 
dents to, “carve out time and 
ask themselves what they 
want the town to look like in 
the future.” 

“You have an opportunity to 
have a say,” said Champoux. 
“Please participate in this 
process if you are going to 
come to Town Meeting.” 

While the schedule for a 
special town meeting would 
likely put in late fall/ early 
winter of 2011, it is largely 
dependent on the meeting 
schedule for the MSBA. The 
town will see two votes: one 
at a town meeting and the 
other at the ballot box. It is 
not essential which one goes 
first.

School Superintendents, Kane 
attended every module 
offered related to being 
School Committee Chair.

As more payments are direct- 
deposited to your bank, there are 
probably fewer identity thieves 
prowling mailboxes. They haven’t 
gone away; they’ve just found 
another field - the Intenet! 

Protect yourself online. Build 
complex passwords. Before enter- 
ing credit-card information, look 
for “https://” and a lock icon on 
the address bar. Don’t click on 
unfamiliar links. Don’t provide 
personal information in an e-mail. 
Do monitor credit-card and bank 
statements. Do shred personal 
papers where necessary. 

College students in new environ- 
ments are often vulnerable to iden- 
tity theft; they are often new at 
handling financial matters, too. 
Shared computers and Wi-Fi net- 
works may be a danger.

source. Similarly, keep personal 
information off Facebook or other 
such sites. Birthday, birthplace, or 
a mother’s maiden name can help 
identity thieves.

Animal Hospital is caring for 
the puppies, with the help of 
her own dog, an experienced 
mother. 

Sawyer expressed concern 
for the mother of the pups,

with them. What was her 
fate? Nobody has reported 
seeing her. The dog may also 
lead to the identity of the per-

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son who abandoned the pup- 
pies, if someone sees a moth- 
er dog that has no pups. 
“This is cruel,” Sawyer said. 
“I would love to know who did 


this as I would take them to 


court.” 

Judging by the puppies, 
Sawyer guesses that the 
mother would be a small ter- 
rier. The pups may have been 
fathered by more than one 
dog. 

“This is a not an isolated 
instance,” Sawyer said. “Too 
many people are dumping 
their animals.” 

“People don’t have to do 
this,” she said. “There are 
shelters that will take unwant- 
ed animals. These poor little 
pups would not have made it 
much longer.” 

“People need to spay or 
neuter their pets,” Sawyer 
said. “And remember that 
there is help out there for 
unwanted pets. There are 
places to take unwanted ani- 
mals, such as The Animal 
Rescue League, The MSPCA, 
or the Lowell Humane 
Society. It takes a cruel per- 
son to do this to these little 
babies. 

“Sadly, over the 25 years 
that I have been an Animal 
Control Officer, this has hap- 
pened too many times. It still 
makes me lose my mind when 
people do this,” she said. 

The care of the puppies is 
arranged through the Lots of 
Love Cat Rescue, a charitable 
organization. Donations are 
being accepted at LOL, P.O.

and a cold cellar. 

Once known as Wheelgate 
Farm, the property is listed 
on the National Register of 
Historic Places where it is 
described as “a significant 
example of Georgian and 
Federal period architecture.” 

Currently the town holds a 
preservation restriction on 
the property that was granted 
to the town and accepted at 
Town Meeting in 2007. 

Richardson passed away 
January 20, 2010. Her will 
stipulated that if the town did 
not accept the property then 
the Trustee would designate a 
suitable replacement benefi- 
ciary within one year of the 
anniversary of her death. 

The town was not notified 
until the spring of last year of 
Richardson’s death and her 
trust. 

“Winifred wanted the land 
cultivated, put to agrarian 
use, so that children would 
receive an educational bene- 
fit. She was a teacher and 
regularly brought her stu- 
dents to the house to learn 
about agriculture,” Carolyn 
Harris, Chairman of the 
Wilmington Historical 
Commission, told the Crier in. 
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The Chamber also under- 
took a program to limit solic- 
itation in town, seeking regis- 
tration for anyone wanting to 
go door-to-door. While the 
Chamber had no enforcement 
authority, members were 
urged to turn away any ven- 
dors who had not registered 
with the Chamber. 

Elected to three-year terms 
on the Board of Directors in 
March 1962 were Alan 
Altman, Bob Clark of County 
Real Estate, Bob Evans, poul- 
try farmer, Ray McNamara, 
Bob Sumberg, and Ed 
Sweeney of the Wilmington 
Bank & Trust.

By the time the town was 
notified of Richardson’s 
death and bequest, it was too 
late to remand the matter to 
the Town Meeting warrant in 
2010.

Originally permitted in 2004, 
the project site remains half- 
finished even though the orig- 
inal expected completion date 
was 2008.

There are 24 total units in the 
first building, 48 units in all. 

The fall in housing prices 
has decimated the real estate 
market over the last few 
years, though the population 
segment that comprises the 
market for these condomini- 
ums will start to skyrocket as 
Baby Boomers age into retire- 
ment. 

Under the original permit, 
100 percent of the units are 
deed restricted such that at 
least one person residing in 
each unit must be 55 years old 
or older. The developer, 
Joseph Langone, wishes to 
relax the age restriction, low- 
ering the threshold to 80 per- 
cent of units. State guidelines 
require at least 80 percent on 
similar projects. 

By relaxing that age restric- 
tion on the deeds, said Costa, 
they can expand the market 
to people younger than 55 and 
have an easier time selling 
the last few units in the first 
building. 

Town Manager Michael 
Caira reported to Selectmen 
that the Board of Appeals, 
chaired by Charles Boyle, 
received an advisory opinion 
from Town Counsel that 
included a list of communities 
that had gone through a simi- 
lar process. According to 
Selectman Michael 
Champoux, Town Counsel 
also stated that should the 
matter be denied, a state 
board would likely overturn 
the decision. 

Champoux, who did attend 
the Board of Appeals meet- 
ing, stated that the meeting 
included, “heartfelt discus- 
sion, took a long time, and 
every resident’s opinion was 
considered.” © ~“Champoux: | 
agrees with the BOA’s deci- 
sion. 


Of seven letters included in 
the packet, only one was in 
support of the change. 

“We understand their 
urgency in getting the front 
building built, but pushing the 
residents here to make quick 
decisions is unfair,” wrote 
Anthony and Antoinette 
DeFuria. 

“Most units have sold, but 
four have not, perhaps, due to 
the economic recession. The 
Developers assessed the mar- 
ket, built ‘on speculation’ and 
the real- estate business 
tanked. That’s life,” wrote 
Douglas Chisholm and Beth 
Anne Magnuson. “If my 
understanding is correct, the 
Developer’s request is to 
change the rules so they can 
sell the remaining units in the 
first building and complete 
the second building. I offer 
the following thoughts: If I 
am ever stopped for speeding 
in Wilmington, shall I take 
responsibility for my mistake 
and quietly pay the fine? Or 
shall I petition to have the 
speed limit raised retroactive- 
ly? 

“The property is marketed 
as ‘Luxury Condominiums’ 
with ‘Luxury amenities’ The 
fact that sales of luxury con- 
dominiums have slowed in a 
recession should not be a sur- 
prise and should not be justi-

BILLERICA - When Debra 
Dew was hired at Shawsheen 
Valley Technical High School 
this summer, it was good news 
for the school’s math depart- 
ment in more ways than one. 

Along with being an experi- 
enced teacher, Dew also 
brought a passion for some- 
thing that had yet to be intro- 
duced at Shawsheen, a math 
team. 

With Dew as its advisor, 
Shawsheen Tech’s math team 
competed in six different 
competitions this year against 
sehools including Burlington, 
Bedford, Billerica, Westford 
Academy, Marian and Mount 
Alvernia. Shawsheen Tech 
represents the only vocational 
school in its league. 

The math competitions are 
held each month, starting in 
October and running until 
March. 

Math meets feature three 
individual rounds with five 
students from each school 
answering a question in a 10- 
minute time limit. Then, all 10 
representatives from each 
school have 12 minutes to 


answer six more questions. 

' Every student participates 
in three different rounds with 
school receiving points for 
each correct answer.

“The topics are very broad,” 
said Dew. “But the kids are 
pretty excited about it.

Dew said the Shawsheen 
Tech students have enjoyed 
the atmosphere at the compe- 
titions.

Living with a rare disease

had not seen Michael yet - 
called the Vestals. He wanted 
to know if Michael had been 
eating, sleeping and urinat- 
ing. He asked Michael’s par- 
ents to come into the office 
that day to have him weighed 
and examined and he 
explained that the newborn 
screening had shown that 
Michael was not breaking 
food down into energy the 
right way. 

Michael’s father recalls that 
frightening visit to the doctor. 
“Our pediatrician told us that 
we needed to get Michael to a 
specialist to have a special 
blood and urine test done. At 
that point my wife and I were 
still not too worried. We asked 
Dr. Maddox to give us the 
name and said that we'd call 
to make an appointment. The 
doctor said no, I have made 
the appointment for you for 3 
p.m. today. You need to go 
right now. Now we were 
scared! We got in the car and 
made the 15-minute trip to 
Tuft's New England Medical 
Center.” 

Upon arrival, the Vestals 
were ushered quickly into a 
room where the nurse drew 
blood and took a urine sample 
from Michael. After that, 
they met with a specialist, Dr. 
Mark Korsin, Director of the 
Metabolic Disorders Clinic, 
who explained why they were 
summoned so quickly to the 
hospital. 

“Michael had tested positive 
for a Urea Cycle Disorder 
(UCD). Michael was not 
breaking down protein the 
right way. He explained that 
the blood test was for ammo- 
nia - to determine if his body 
was storing extra ammonia 
that would be toxic to his 
body. Dr. Korsin said if the 
ammonia comes back at a 
normal level then it was a 
false positive and we could go 
home. If Michael's ammonia 
was above 90 he was going to 
admit him to the NICU 
(Neonatal Intensive Care 
Unit). The test took about 20 
minutes. It was it was the 
longest wait of my life,” 
recalls Michael’s father. 

When the test results came 
back, Michael’s ammonia 
level was an alarming 586, so 


Michael had to be admitted. 
With levels that high, Michael 
was at risk for a coma, brain 
injury or even death. 

The doctors began treating 
little Michael right away for 
this rare disorder. They put 
him on IV fluids and, after 
four hours they added 
Buphenyl (medication) and 
Arginine (the enzyme he is 
missing) in an effort to bring 
his level down. For two days, 
Michael could only be given 
sugar water. 

“It was such a terrible time. 
There was no way to console 
our baby. When his ammonia 
level came down to 110, they 
finally fed Michael with a spe- 
cial recipe. Initially, they 
checked his blood every hour, 
then every four hours, then 
eight hours, and eventually 
twice a day to see how he was 
metabolizing protein,” 
Michael’s father remembers. 
The Vestals spent eight long 
days in the hospital with 
Michael. 

Continuing his recollection 
of those painful early days 
while | ing to cope with 
the reality of Michael’s genet- 
ic disorder, his father recalls, 
“The day before we left Tufts 
New England Medical Center, 
my wife and I went to the hos- 
pital lab to learn how to make 
this special recipe to feed 
Michael. We had to put it ina 
bowl and mix it with a hand 
mixer. The recipe made 24 
hours of formula and we had 
to feed him every four hours 
around the clock for three 
months. Every Monday we 
went back to the hospital 
where they changed the 
recipe and taught us how to 
mix the adjusted recipe.” 

Michael was born with a 
urea cycle disorder called 
Argininosuccinic  Aciduria. 
Only one in 70,000 births 
results in this disorder. A 
urea cycle disorder is a genet- 
ic disorder caused by a defi- 
ciency of one of the enzymes 
in the urea cycle, which is 
responsible for removing 


ammonia from the blood 
stream. In urea cycle disor- 
ders, the nitrogen accumu- 
lates in the form of ammonia 
- a highly toxic substance - 
and is not removed from the 
body. Urea cycle disorders 
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are considered to be inborn 
errors of metabolism. There 
is no cure. 

Michael will be three years 
old in May. He’s now on a low 
protein diet and is taking 
Arginine (the enzyme he is 
missing), which he will be on 
for the rest of his life. For the 
most part, Michael eats fruits, 
vegetables, pasta, potatoes, 
rice and oatmeal but cannot 
eat dairy products, eggs, 
beans, chicken, meat and fish. 
His parents figure Michael’s 
daily intake of food and liq- 
uids like points on a Weight 
Watchers Diet and he can con- 
sume only 30 grams of protein 
a day. 

In addition to taking 
care with Michael’s diet, the 
Vestals bring him to the doc- 
tor every 6 - 8 weeks for a 
check-up. About two months 
ago Michael’s liver was 
enlarged. The hospital did an 
ultrasound and Michael’s par- 
ents waited anxiously for the 
results but, thankfully, it 
showed no dysfunction of the 
liver. Right now, Michael is 

part in a longitudinal 
study that will track trends. 
It will help track diagnosis 
and symptoms of the disorder. 

The Vestals are proactive 
and constantly educate both 
themselves and others. The 
Vestals have attended a con- 
ference for the last two years 
- in Pasadena and Cambridge 
- and plan to attend one in 
Denver in July for NUCDF 
(National Urea Cycle 
Disorder Foundation) and 
Michael’s father has given 
formal presentations about 
Michael’s story to the medical 
community. 

While both of Michael’s par- 
ents are carriers for this 
genetic disorder, their older 
daughter, Mia (now six years 
old), does not have the dis- 
ease. However, Marygrace is 
expecting another baby - a 
daughter - in June. The 
Vestals unborn child has 
already been tested and will 
be born with the very same 
disease as little Michael. 

Michael may have been the 
first child in Massachusetts 
born with this disorder but 
there is now a little girl here 
with the same disorder. The 
Vestals also know a little boy 
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in Connecticut like little 
Michael and they spent last 


In fact, the Vestals are so 
passionate about helping 
other children who have the 
same genetic disorder that 
they created the Allstar 
Foundation. Their mission is 
to increase public awareness 
for UCDs and newborn 
screening. The foundation will 
educate healthcare profes- 
sionals regarding the rarity 
and symptoms of the different 
disorders. All proceeds will go 
to the NUCDF (National Urea 
Cycle Disorder Foundation) 
for research on finding a cure.

While the Vestals are coping 
with Michael’s disorder, it is 
nonetheless difficult to do 
simple things that other fami- 
lies do like eating out in a 
restaurant together or leaving 
the house for a long time 
because Michael needs to take 
his medication three times a 
day. 

Marygrace can’t stop won- 
dering, “Whatever does God 
have in store for us? What 
will happen down the line? 
Will he need a liver transplant 
in the future? The unknown 
definitely scares us.” 

“Michael is playful and 
social and just like every 
other two year old,” said 
Marygrace. “He does have a 
slight speech delay. However, 
when he gets sick, we wonder 
if it is something quite ordi- 
nary like a stomach bug or is 
it his disease. We don’t have a 
book to refer to for answers.” 

The Vestals are staunch sup- 
porters of the Newborn 
Screen for infants and stress 
that if they lived in a state 
that didn't have the testing, 
Michael would have become 
very sick, could have fallen 
into a coma, had brain injury 
or even died. They maintain 
that the newborn screening 
saves lives and they thank 
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God every day that their son 
had one. 

As a result of the Vestals’ 
experience, it is the Allstar 
Foundation's mission to 
increase public awareness for 
UCDs and newborn screening. 
The foundation will educate 
healthcare professionals 
regarding the rarity and 
symptoms of the different dis- 
orders.

When Tewksbury lost some- 
one so strong and admirable 
in Meghan McCarthy, Rob 
Wallace didn’t want her 
memories to end right there.

Wallace said that’s exactly 
why he and a group of friends 
started the race last year. 

“When Meghan passed, we 
wanted to do something in 
her honor,” he said. “We 
wanted it to be a [road race] 
because [it] is a way for 
everyone who loved her to get 
together, be in each other’s 
presence, and celebrate her 
life.”

for baseball parents 


Whether you’re coaching or 
watching from the bleachers, 
there’s a lot involved in get- 
ting your child ready for 
baseball, whether it’s his or 
her first year or fifth. Steve 
Silva is the owner of 
Tewksbury’s Extra Innings, 
the nation’s premier indoor 
baseball and softball training 
chain. 

“The two most important 
things to consider with young 
kids and sports is to make 
sure they are safe and that 
they are having fun,” said 
Silva. “Sports are meant to 
be fun, and you don’t want to 
ruin the enthusiasm for the 
game early on with injuries, 
bad coaching or bad sports 
parenting.”

Get the right gear. 
Generally, leagues only pro- 
vide batting helmets and 
catcher's gear, but many par- 
ents choose to buy their own. 
In January, Little League 
baseball placed a moratori- 
um on composite bats. This 
means your child’s bat from 
last year may not be allowed 
this year.

teach fundamentals, encour- 
age good sportsmanship and 
are compassionate because 
the saying “There’s no crying 
in baseball,” doesn’t always 
hold true in Little League. 
Keep in mind that Little 
Leaguers don’t have the 
same emotional IQ as a high 
school or college player. 

Be your kid’s best cheer- 
leader. You don’t want to be 
“that” parent, the one who 
makes their kid cry by 
yelling and criticizing them 
from the sidelines. Not only 
is it not healthy for your 
child, other parents won’t 
want to be around you. Keep 
your emotions in check and 
praise your child for his or 
her on the field performance. 
If you have constructive crit- 
icism, do it in a tactful way 
after the game and work with 
your child off the field before 
the next game. 

Get proper instruction to 
avoid injury. Young bodies 
are still growing and an early 
injury can sideline a child 
permanently. This is espe- 
cially true with pitchers. 
Tennis elbow and tendonitis 
of the bicep and the biceps 
tendon are common injuries 
due to poor throwing 
mechanics and overuse or a 
combination of both. It is 
very important for a coach or 
parent to recognize a pitcher 
with arm problems or pain. 
Don’t allow kids to pitch 
through the pain. If there is 
any question of injury, par- 
ents should seek medical 
attention and force the child 
to rest until the injury is 
healed. 

Be realistic about your 
child’s ability. Not every kid 
has what it takes to make it 
to the Big Leagues. Many will 
never even play at a varsity 
level in high school. If your 
kid is determined and com- 
mitted to improving his or 
her game, there are plenty of 
options for extra coaching 
and instruction both in sea- 
son and off. On the flip side, 
know when not to force the 
issue.

“MARS NEEDS MOMS” VERY SWEET 


“MARS NEEDS MOMs” is a very sweet and ay 
tal science fiction story starring Joan Cusack and Seth 
Green. It’s an exciting movie for older children, but might 


be too scary for toddlers. 


“MARS NEEDS MOMS” 
GRADE: *** 

‘Mars Needs Moms’ is a 
very sweet and sentimental 
science fiction story that 
answers the question Who 
needs moms, anyway? 

Turns out everyone does - 
no matter where in the uni- 
verse you call home. 

The plot is as follows: 
Nine-year-old Milo (Seth 
Green) finds out just how 
much he needs his mom 
(Joan Cusack) when she's 
nabbed by Martians who 
plan to steal her exceptional 
abilities as a mom for their 
own young. 

Produced by the team 
behind "Disney's A 
Christmas Carol" and "The 
Polar Express," "Mars 
Needs Moms" showcases 
Milo's quest to save his 


mom that involves stowing' 


away on a spaceship, navi- 
gating an elaborate, multi- 
level planet and taking on 
the alien nation and their 
leader (Mindy Sterling). 
With the help of a tech- 
savvy, underground earth- 
man named Gribble (Dan 
Fogler) and a rebel Martian 
girl called Ki (Elisabeth 
Harnois), Milo just might 
find his way back to his 
mom-in more ways than 
one. The film is based on a 


book by Berkeley Breathed. 

When the story begins, 
Milo is not happy with his 
mom, whose by-the-book 
attitude is not appreciated. 
When the Martians abduct 
her in the middle of the 
night, Milo stows away on 
their spaceship to try to get 
her back. 

Once there, he is helped 
by a man who has been hid- 
ing on Mars since he tried to 


‘save his own mom when she 


was abducted in the 1980s. 
He is also helped by a young 
Martian girl taken with 
Earth culture. 

Younger kids may be 
frightened at times, because 
the trouble that mom and 
son run into can be scary. 
It's exciting for older kids, 
maybe too much excitement 
for toddlers. 


“THE ADJUSTMENT 
BUREAU” 
GRADE: *** 

Strong performances and 
chemistry you can believe 
in by the two leads help 
make ‘The Adjustment 
Bureau’ much more than 
your average science fiction 
thriller. 

The film asks the basic 
question, do we control our 
destiny, or do unseen forces 


manipulate us? Matt 
Damon stars as a man who 
glimpses the future that 
Fate has planned for him 
and realizes he wants some- 
thing else. To get it, he must 
pursue the only woman he’s 
ever loved across, under and 
through the streets of mod- 
ern-day New York. 

On the brink of winning a 
seat in the U.S. Senate, 
ambitious politician David 
Norris (Damon) meets 
beautiful contemporary bal- 
let dancer Elise Sellas 
(Emily Blunt) - a woman 
like none he’s ever known. 
But just as he realizes he’s 
falling for her, mysterious 
men conspire to keep the 
two apart. David learns he 
is up against the agents of 
Fate itself - the men of the 
mysterious Adjustment 
Bureau - who will do every- 
thing in their considerable 
power to prevent David and 
Elise from being together. 

In the face of overwhelm- 
ing odds, he must either let 
her go and accept a prede- 
termined path, or risk 
everything to defy Fate and 
be with her. The Adjustment 
Bureau is written for the 
screen and directed by 
George Nolfi (writer of 
Ocean’s Twelve, co-writer of 
The Bourne Ultimatum) 
and is based on a short 
story by Philip K. Dick 
(“Total Recall,” “Minority 
Report” and “Blade 
Runner”). 

You see, a romantic pair- 
ing of David and Elise is not 
part of Fate’s Master Plan, 
so the men in hats (led by 
John Slattery) resort to 
intimidation to keep the two 
apart. Because he is now 
ahead of his intended time 
line, David catches a 
glimpse of the Adjustment 
Bureau at work: When he 
walks into his office, on a 
romantic high after running 
into Elise, he hardly notices 
his co-workers are frozen 
statues as he heads to tell a 
friend, Charlie (Michael 
Kelly) the news. But Charlie

is also frozen stiff - turns 
out his brain is being 
worked on by the bureau, a 
group whose work one nor- 
mally never sees.

He’s 
told he and Elise are to stay 
apart, but not why that 
must be. He of course refus- 
es to let anything stand in 
the way of love, and dis- 
obeys the order. 

The best part about the 
movie The Adjustment 
Bureau is seeing how every 
little action has ripple 
effects across society, as 
they pertain to possible 
lovers who appear mean to 
fall in love. You want them 
to end up together - until 
you find out why Fate wants 
them to remain apart. 

At nearly two hours, the 
film can drag at times, but 
it’s a good sci-fi flick, more 
than you would typically 
expect from this type of 
film, topped off with good 
effects.

For any subsequent 
minor change, the developer 
returns to the ZBA. If a 
change is deemed to be ‘sub- 
stantial? the developer 
returns to the Planning Board 
and then the ZBA. 

“The wording of who deter- 
mines the magnitude of the 
change is somewhat vague 
but indicates it is the ZBA, 
not the Planning Board. If the 
Planning Board disagrees 
with the ZBA’s decision on 
changing the ACP, that 
board’s only recourse is to 
appeal the ZBA decision, 
something the board would 
prefer not to do. 

“In this case, where the 
Planning Board and Design 
Review Committee both 
argued that the proposed 
change is substantial and 
expressed willingness to work 


with the developers on finding 


alternatives, the ZBA voted 
that the proposal represents 
substantial change to the ACP 
and continued its hearing to 
April 26. During the next two 
months, the developers are 
expected to work with the 
town planner, the DRC, and 
Planning Board on other 
options. 

“At issue is the.orientation 
of the fronts and backs of the 
six units along Cambridge 
Street. According to the devel- 
opers, the units are not mar- 
ketable with the front doors 
facing Cambridge Street and 
the parking in back. They 
proposed putting the front 
doors next to the garage doors 
facing the driveway and put- 
ting the patios and patio 
doors on the side of the build- 
ings facing Cambridge Street.

Real estate experts call it "staging," or pre- 
senting the home in the best light so that poten- 
tial buyers can envision themselves moving 
right in. Just a few changes here and there can 
position a home to sell faster than the compe- 
tition. 

1. The nose knows. A house can be perfect 
inside and out, but if it smells bad, buyers will 
likely be put off. Make sure there is no notice- 
able odor, such as pet smells, garbage, stale 
smoke, etc., to turn off others. 

2. Clear out. Make sure the interior looks as 
spacious as possible. This could mean taking 
out some furniture and temporarily putting it 
in storage. Be sure countertops in bathrooms 
and kitchens are free of clutter. And pack away 
knick-knacks that can collect dust. 

3. Cater to the lazy person. Potential buyers 
generally want to move in and simply unpack.
